Dr.  Burroughs  came 
t<J  the  Board  from  a successful  pastorate- 
ill  a great  church  in  Fort  Worth,  much  hon- 
ored and  beloved  throughout  the  great  • m- 
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the  dollar — for  the  expenses  in  the  various 
states  it  took  three  and  one-half  cents  fo£ 
interest,  two  and  one-half  cents,  for  all  ex- 
penses in  Richmond,  including  expenses  of 
the  W.  M.  U.  in  Baltimore,  and  the  Layman's 
Missionary  Movement  it  took  six  cents.  In 
other  words,  for  all  expenses  in  this  country, 
including  interest,  in  took  twelve  cents,  and 
88  cents  out  of  the  dollar  went  to  Foreign 
Missionaries.  We  hope  that  our  people 
generally  will  study  these  figures  and  let 
it  be  known  just  how  much  of  it  goes  for  all 
expenses  and  just  how  much  out  of  the  dol- 
lar goes  to  the  foreign  field. 

During  the  past  year  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars has  been  added  to  the  endowment  of  the 
Board,  through  a legacy  10ft  by  Brother  J* 
JU.  Bush,  of  Mobile,  Ala.  This  consecrated 
servant  of  the  Lord  for  years  had  been  giv- 
ing the  salary  of  a missionary  and  also  sup- 
plied the  funds  (ten  thousand  dollars)  for 
putting  up  the  Bush  Theological  Seminary 
in  Hwanghien,  China,  as  a memorial'  to  his 
honored  father  and  mother.  lie  took  pleas- 
ure in  giving  largely  to  the  Lord  while  he 
lived  and  did  not  forget  to  make  a liberal 
appropriation  for  the  Lord’s  work  after  nis 
death.  Many  of  our  people  would  do  well 
to  follow  his  noble  example. 

Woman's  Work. 

The  report  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
presents  the  twenty-third  annual  report  of 
the  Woman’s  Missionary  Union. 

Our  sisters  continue  earnestly  to  press 
forward  in  the  work,  organizing  new  socie- 
ties, enlisting  new  *nen\|9ors,  giving  out  more 
information  and  getting  large  gifts  for  the 
Lord’s  work.  We  rejoice  as  we  see  them 
making  advance,  for  we  know  that  as  our 
sisters  become  more  interested,  our  men  must 
become  more  interested  and  the  generation 
which  is  growing  up  will  have  a new  idea 
of  missions.  We  bespeak  for  t-he  woman  s 
work  increased  interest,  and  we  ask  u care- 
ful reading  of  the  record  of  what  has  been 
done  through  the  past  year. 

The  contribution  of  our  sisters  for  For- 
eign Missions  for  the  past  year  is  $4,836.50 
from  Mississippi. 

It  would  be  well  to  go  into  an  itemized 
report  from  the  several  fields.  Every  page 
i of  this  is  full  of  interest. 

I Dr.  B.  D.  Gray,  secretary  of  the  Home 
Board,  read  some  extracts  from  the  report 
of  the  Board.

Thousands  of  the  lost  have  been  saved 
through  the  agency  of  our  workers.  Weak 
churches  have  been  strengthened,  new  sta- 
tions have  been  opened  and  in  every  way

The  milestone  i>f  progress  we  (pass  May  1, 
1911,  is  far  in  advance  of  wh.ro  the  Wo- 
man’s Missionary  Union  stood  a d.s-ade  ago. 
To  glance  baek  only  to  1902  We  jfiiid  that  2,- 
414  societies  then  reported  to  ihe  various 
state  unions;  thia  year  the  number  totals 
10.580  In  1902  there, w»4e  no  Young  Wo- 
men ’■  Auxiliaries,  nor  boys’  bands;  now 
there  are  1,266  girls’  societies. and  about  300 
Royal  Ambassador  Chapters.  Then  there 
were  531  Sunbeam  Bands;  this  year  we  re- 
port 2,522.  So  the  forces  behind  the  work 
have  grown  steadily,  With  the  development 
of  the  sense  of  responsibility  in  t^e  women 
of  every  state.

Theological  Seminary 

The  subject  for  consideration  this  even- 
ing was  the  Southern  Baptist  convention. 
The  exercises  were  in  charge  of!  Dr.  E.  Y 
Mullens,  l*resident  of  the  Seminary.. 

I>r.  Mtillen  presented  Dr.  Ho^rr  Alford 
Porter,  of  Louisville,  Ky..  whom  he  intro- 
duced as  “ a Canadian  by  birth, I tn  Amer- 
ican by  choice,  a Southerner  by  * (option,  a 
Baptist  because  he  could  not  help  it,  and 
pastor  of  the  Walnut  Street  Baptlif  church, 
in  lxniisville,  by  the  grace  of  G^tl” 

Dr  Porter  delivered  an  eloqu.flil  address 
in  which  he  spoke  of  a musician  who,  while 
visiting  Niagara  Falla,  likened  the  sound  of 
the  rapids  to  a chord.  The  doctor  said  that 
the  same  was  the  ease  with  th.i  Southern 
Bkptist  Theological  Seminary,  «r!ji$h  Round- 
ed an  octave  of  notes  as  follows : The  Bib- 
lical note,  the  spiritual  note,  the  Scholarship 
note,  the  practical  note,  the  orthjicjox  note, 
the  freedom  note,  the  missionary  taote  and 
the  evangelistic  note. 

He  dwelt  at  length  on  each  of  these  vital 
notes  and  discussed  each  eloquently. 

Following  the  address  of  Dr.  Porter,  Pres- 
ident Mullen  showed  that  there  tvere  281 
students  in  the  seminar}’  at  the  present  time 
and  seventy-five  or  eighty  of  these  were 
married  men.  He  claimed  that  the  wives 
of  these  men  were  the  most  self-sacrific- 
ing women  in  the  world. 

He  stated  that  he  had  recently  (written,  to 
students  to  the  effect  that  it  would  cost 
from  $165  to  $175  a year  at  the  seminary.  I 
but  recent  investigations  had  surprised  him 
and  he  found  that  a student  coqlcl  live  with 
a wife  and  children  at  a very  moderate 
coat.

2.  A subcommittee  of  three  spent  the  , 
summer  investigating  the  whole  subject  of  i 
Sunday  school  instruction. 

3. '  The  general  committee  met  in  Septem-  , 
her  at  Nashville,  discussed  the  whole  sub-  , 
ject  and  reached  two  concluaionv  (1)  That 

1 the  present  uniform  lessons  were  as  satisfac-  ; 
lory  as  any  similar  course  could  he  and 
would  probably  be  used  by  a majority  of 
the  schools,,  (2)  that  many  schools  were 
demanding  and  should  have  some  kind  of 
graded  lessons. 

4.  A subcommittee  of  five  was  appointed 
to  further  investigates  two  questions:  (D 
Whether  the  International  Graded  Lessons 
could  be  modified  to  remove  the  objection- 
able features;  (2)  to  outline  a possible  course 
of  independent  Itaptist  lessons. 

5.  This  subcommittee  met  at  Louisville  iu 
February,  and  after  considering  both  of  the 
questions  submitted  to  it.  outlined  the  bil- 
lowing report,  which  was  accepted  through 
correspondence  by  all  the  members  of  the 
Committee  of  Nine,  and  is  now  submitted  by 
the  full  cbmmittee. 

II.  The  report  says: 

1.  The  ideal  system  of  graded  lessons 
for  Haptist  schools  will  be  one  based  on 
connected  Bible  study,  and  our  distinctive 
doctrines. 

2.  Any  acceptably  series  of  lessons  must 
I lie  based  on  a belief  in  the  Bible  as  God’s 
i Word;  in  the  deity  of  Jesus  Christ;  in  the 

great  facts  of  sin,  divine  redemption,  and 
i regenerating  grace  for  young  and  old. 

.1,  The  protest  of  the  last  Convention  was 
fully  justified  by  the  facts  and  was  a duty 

• to  our  constituency  and  the  cause  of  truth. 

4.  The  International  Lesson  Committee 

* has  since  put  itself  upbn  record  for  a policy 
s which  fully  meets  the  protests  of  ourselves 
; and  others  in  every  point  raised. 

i-  5.  That  the  lessons  already  issued  in  the 
e International  Graded  Series  have  been  re 
i-  vised  in  accordance  with  this  announced 
n policy,  and  these  reviaions  meet  the  appro- 
e val  of  your  committee,  and  remove  the  ob- 
jectionable features  of  a year  ago. 
il  6.  Facing  the  practical  aspects  of  the 
i-  question  of  graded  lessons,  the  committee 
'»  does  not  regard  these  lessons  as  ideal,  but 
in  recognition  of  (1)  our  obligation  to  those 
a-  who  stand  with  us  for  biblical  and  evan- 
,t-  gelieal  religion;  (2)  the  fact  that  the 

g.  scheme  is  ready  for  immediate  use ; (3)  that 
n,  the  scheme  is  well  adapted  to  experimenta- 
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t ion  with  such  lessons,  and  may  possibly 
lead  to  a fully  rounded  series  of  our  own ; 

(4)  that  many  schools  have  already  begun 
tliijsc  lessons,  the  committee  concludes. 

fit  seems  best  to  us,  therefore,  in  view 
of  the  further  fact  that  the  Convention  res- 
olution contemplated  an  independent  act  of 
lessons  only  in  the  event  of  our  not  securing 
Satisfactory  changes  in  the  International  Se- 
iii*>.  that  we  recommend  to  the  Sunday 
School  Hoard  the  issuance  of  these  Interna- 
tional Graded  Lessons  as  they  will  shortly 
beiofticially  put  out  in  the  modified  form.” 

7 Expresses  the  belief  that  the  uniform 
lessons  will  continue  to  be  the  best  lessons 
for  the  greater  number  of  schools,  and  ur- 
ges that  the  graded  lessons  he  introduced 
only  by  those  prepared  to  use  them  to  ad- 
vantage. 

8.  Recommends  the  appointment  annu- 
ally by  the  Convention  of  a Lesson  Commit- 
tee of  five  members  to  serve  with  the  Cor- 
responding and  Editorial  Secretaries  of  the 
Sunday  School  Hoard,  and  the  Southern 
Haptist  representative  on  the  International 
Lesson  Committee,  this  Lesson  Committee  to 
deal  with  any  similar  questions  which  may 
arise  regarding  either  the  uniform  or  grad- 
cl  lessons.

We  believe 
jhat  the  future  of  Baptist  churches  will  he 
marked  by  strength  or  weakness  in  propor 
1 lion  to  their  faithfulness  toward  those  who 
are  today  in  their  hands  for  training.  The 
i leaders  of  future  days  are  today  with  ua  in 
r the  persons  of  our  young  people.  These 
must  he  so  murshaled  and  disciplined  as 
■ that  when  they  come  to  the  duties  ami  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  future  they  may  have 
s their  hearts  and  minds  furnished  and  train- 
ed for  their  several  tasks  The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is 
e growing  in  popularity  us  an  agency  for  ae- 
eomplishiug  the  training  of  the  great  and 
1 growing  army  of  Southern  Baptist  y°U1'^ 
i*  people.

Several  other  interesting  addresses  were 
made  on!  missionary  topics  and  the  tenor  of 
all  was  (hat  ( hrist  ian*  should  he  more  earn- 
est in  the  service  of  God.  less - worldly  and 
willing  to  give  more  |jls-ral)v  of  their  means 
for  the  pupport  of  foreign  mission  work. 
The  Educational  conference  met  in  the  lob- 
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Ocala  Baptist  church,  then  rose  and  plead 
that  the  debt  be  wiped  out  at  once  and  called 
for  pledges.  He  was  followed  by  Rev.  .1 
L.  Gross,  of  Houston,  Texas,  who  made  an 
impassioned  plea  for  the  cancellation  of  the 
debt. 

The  collection  then  became  spontaneous 
and  offerings  were  made  from  all  parts  of 
the  floor  until  the  pledges  reached  enormous 
proportions. 

There  were  many  examples  of  self-sac. 
rifice.  A young  cripple  beeame  so  enthused 
that  he  stated  that  he  was  going  to  sell  the 
typewriter  with  which  he  earned  his  living 
in  order  to  contribute  to  the  cause.  Another 
man  had  saved  a sum  of  money  with  which 
he  had  intended  to  erect  a monument  to  the 
memory  of  his  wife,  but  he  said  that  he 
seemed  to  hear  her  voice  calling  to  him  to 
use  the  money  in  such  a way  that  the  gospel 
might  be  preached  to  all  portions  of  the 
world. 

Another  had  made  some  money  from  an 
investment  and  intended  to  use  the  profits  in 
the  purchase  of  an  automobile,  but  said  that 
he  now  intended  to  sell  his  property  and  give 
the  money  to  help  cancel  the  debt. 

Many  similar  scenes  were  enacted  and

I am  sure  that  he  meant  no  wrong,  but  the 
statement  that  it  was  “published  by  a 
unanimous  Vote  of  the  Convention,"  ia  not 
correct,  as  to  the  last  section  1 am  sorry 
this  mistake  was  made,  for  it  makes  it  ap 
pear  that  men  endorsed  that  which  they  did 
not  endorse!;  also  sets  those  -brethren  who 
affiliate  with  the  International  Sunday 
fJ«4i/%ol  Convention  movement  before  the 
people  as  condemning  by  vote  in  Convention 
that  which  they  practice  As  the  mover  of 
that  resolution,  I ssk  that  yon  please  pub- 
lish this  statement  to  correct  the  error  men- 
tioned  above.
